Mounted  Police,  residing  at  Cards- 
ton.  Alt*..  In  an  action  which 
opened  yesterday  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  before  Mr  Justice  Murphy. 
The  trial  continued  all  day  and  was 
then  adjourned  sine  die  There  are 
still  several  witnesses  to  be  ex- 
amined. 

Miss  McOaw,  the  plaintiff, 
claimed  damages  for  injuries  which 
she  suffered  through  the  alleged 
negligence  of  the  defendant.  Hull, 
while  operating  a  motor  vehicle  in 
which  she  was  a  passenger. 

Plaintiff  testified  that  on  August 
23.  1925.  Hull  Invited  her  to  drive 
with  him  In  his  automobile  to  the 
ferry  on  Saanlch  Arm  along  the 
West  Saanlch  Road.

$1,806.  and  general  damages,  $5  oon 
making  a  total  claim  for  damages 
of  $7,531. 

Hull  the  defendant,  denied  that 
he  had  Invited  Miss  McOaw  to  drive 
with  him.

r  misled  the  cont  of  a  specially 
trained  full -tune  physician  and 
three  nurses  as  at  present,  as  $8,000 
per  year.  Of  this  amount  twenty  - 
five  per  cent  would  be  paid  by  the 
province,  twenty-five  per  cent  b\ 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  and  the 
balance  by  the  district  served 

The  speaker  told  how  health  ex- 
perts had  transformed  the  Panama 
Canal  belt  from  a  white  man's 
graveyard  to  a  health  resort,  with 
a  death  rate  lower  than  the  aver- 
age district  in  the  United  States 
He  also  quoted  figures  showing  the 
result  of  such  work  In  various  parts 
of  Canada  and  the  United  8tates. 

Dr  Swan  asked  how  the  depart- 
ment proposed  to  control  an  out- 
break of  infantile  paralysis.  Dr 
Young  replied.  He  said  this  was  a 
rare  disease  that  the  average  physi- 
cian never  saw  and  could  not  recog- 
nize it  in  Its  early  stages.  Tire 
proper  thing,  he  said,  was  to  treat 
ail  possible  cases  as  probable  cases 
and  to  isolate  He  spoke  of  the  out- 
break of  this  disease  in  this  dis- 
trict a  year  ago  and  the  demands 
made  on  his  department  for  quar- 
antine regulations  of  an  impractical 
kind  The  great  danger  in  thLs 
disease  was  that  of  transmission  of 
germs  bv  carriers,  most  frequently 
adults.

A  deputation  of  eighteen  men  and 
women  waited  on  the  Saanich  School 
Board  on  Wednesday  evening  to 
protest  the  idea  of  transferring 
Keating  children  to  the  Saanichton 
schools  They  strongly  objected  to 
a  change  being  made,  and  suggested 
that  an  additional  room  be  con- 
structed at  the  Keating  school  to 
avoid  overcrowding. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  J.  J.  Young 
that  the  children  would  have  to 
travel  a  considerable  distance  in  the 
Winter  to  catch  their  bus,  and  would 
suffer  in  health.  In  concluding,  he 
urged  that  the  only  remedy  was 
the  new  room. 

Chairman  Hobbs  told  the  delega- 
tion that  no  funds  were  set  aside  in 
their  estimates  for  construction  this 1 
year  and  they  would  have  to  meet 
the  situation  the  best  way  possible  1 
He  said  that  teachers  were  not   ex- 1 
pected  to  instruct  properly,  classes 
of  forty  or  more  pupils.

The  board  asked  the  delegation  to 
leave  the  room  while  they  discussed 
the  matter  and  came  to  a  definite 
decision.  Before  they  left  they 
thanked  the  board,  who  in  turn 
thanked  them  for  their  attendance. 

It  was  moved  by  Trustee  Jeune 
and  seconded  by  Trustee  Tomes  that 
the  transfer  of  the  children  from 
the  Keating  school  be  opposed  The 
motion  passed  unanimously.  On 
hearing  the  decision  the  delegation 
loudly  applauded.

A  relic  of  the  log  carrier  Bing- 
amon.  part  of  the  steel  derrick  re- 
moved from  the  hulk  lies  on  the 
outfitting  wharf  at  Yarrows.

The  most,  interesting  craft  at  Yar- 
rows Is  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways car  ferry  Canora.  in  service 
between  Port  Mann  and  Patricia 
Bay 

The  Canora.  a  black  painted 
stubby  craft  with  twin  stacks,  one 
on  each  side,  can  carry  twenty -four 
railway  cars  at  a  time  They  are 
rolled  in  through  the  stern  on  four 
tracks,  after  which  a  huge  door  rolls 
down,  closing  up  the  opening.  In 
exactly  the  same  manner  as  a  roll- 
top  desk  works. 

With  propellers  and  rudders  fore 
and  aft.  it  is  possible  to  use  either 
end  of  the  Canora  for  the  bow,  both 
rudders  locking  by  means  of  large 
metal  pins. 

It  Is  also  possible  to  use  one  pro- 
peller to  push  the  ferry  and  the 
other  to  pull  her.  The  craft  is  be- 
ing fitted  with  oil  burners  and  a 
new  stern  propeller  and  will  be  dry- 
docked  next  week

In  accordance  with  the  pre- 
scribed commandment  In  the  Bible. 
Reform  Judaism  devotes  one  day 
to  the  observance  of  this  holiday. 
With  the  celebration  of  this  solemn 
festival  which  carries  a  signal  mes- 
sage to  both  Jew  and  mankind  at 
large,  there  will  open  the  year  of 
5b89  of  the  Jewish  calendar. 

Far  back  in  Uic  earliest  times,  the 
Kebiew  New  Year  began  in  Autumn 
with  the  opening  of  the  agricul- 
tural year  of  the  Jewish  people  in 
Palestine  a  system  adopted  t>y  all 
Semitic  peoples.  From  ancient 
times  on.  the  beginning  of  the  eco- 
nomic year  was  celebrated  in  some 
special  way.  On  this  day  there  was 
to  be  a  holy  convocaton  of  the  peo- 
ple, trumpets  were  to  be  blown, 
and  specal  sacrifices  were  to  be  of- 
fered al  the  altar  of  the  Jerusalem 
Temple.  Though  the  Bible  refers 
to  this  day  U  "the  memorial  of 
blowing  cl  trumpets'  and  "the  day 
of  the  blowing  of  trumpets."  yet  It 
was  evidently  regarded  as  the  New 
\  ear  of  toe  agricultural  cycle  by  the 
Jewish  people  at  a  very  early  date. 

But  with  the  gradual  growth  of 
the  Jewisn  people  following  their 
dispersion.  New  Year's  Day  assumed 
a  new  meaning  and  a  higher  value 
in  Jewish  life.  In  Rabbinic  litera- 
ture this  holiday  is  regarded  as  the 
commemoration  of  the  beginning  of 
the  creation  of  the  world.  It  is  the 
day  upon  which  all  the  creatures 
of  the  world  pass  for  Judgment  be- 
fore the  Creator,  even  as  sheep  pass 
before  the  shepherd.  This  Idea  of 
New  Year  as  the  great  day  of 
Judgment  gave  rise  to  a  beautiful 
and  elaborate  ritual  throughout  the 
middle  ages  It  fashioned  this  holi- 
day into  a  solemn  occasion  upon 
which  every  Jew  Is  to  reawaken 
within  himself  his  loyalty  to  the 
teachings  of  Judaism  And.  finally. 
It  was  emphasized  that  the  New 
Year  Is  a  day  for  self-examination 
and  reflection  upon  the  past  deeds 
—a  day  upon  which  man  searches 
the  inner  recesses  of  his  heart  and 
sincerely  resolves  to  turn  from  all 
misdeeds  of  the  past  year.  This 
Idea  runs  through  almost  every 
prayer  of  the  Reform  Jewish  ritual 
lor  the  day. 

The  Shofar.  or  ram  s  horn.  Is  still 
blown  In  the  synagogue  today.  Its 
purpose  Is  to  stir  the  heart  of  man 
and  awaken  him  to  the  spirit  ot 
MM  solemn  day;  It  Is  to  remind  him 
of  his  responsibilities  to  his  fellow 
men  and  of  his  oollgations  to  Ood.
